SOLDIERS OF BAVARIA 
FAVOR SOVIET CAUSE 


But Will Remain Neutral 
for the Present—Decla- 
rations Are-Made in Fa- 
vor of Fraternizing With 
Russian and Hungarian 
Proletariat. 


Munich, April 7.—On behalf of the 
revolutionary central council of Ba- 
varia, Herr Mekisch today addressed 
the following official telegram to 
all the workmen’s councils: 

“The workers of Bavaria ‘have 
overcome their party divisions and 
united in a mighty bloc agninst all 
domination and exploitation. They 
have taken over in workers’, sol- 
diers’ and peasants’ rs 
public authority. 

“The landtag has been iiieetiiae 
and peoples’ commissions have been 
appointed. Complete order prevails 
in public affairs and business and 
the administration is continuing. 

“Industries will be controlled by 
workers’ councils, which will con- 
trol workers and:direct affairs joint- 
ly with the managers. Everything 
belongs to the community. Inde- 
pendent socialization is, therefore, 
out of the question. It is the duty 
of the workers’, peasants’ and sol- 
diers’ councils everywhere to a‘’- 
tend to the protection of the soviet 
republic end its peaceful hora 
ment. They will take over “@¢al au- 
thority and control of the aw™@ 
tration and are responsible to” 
working people for all actions and 
omissions, 

“Today is a national. 
Work will be suspended, but the 
railways and food, water, lighting 
and heating services will continue.”

All the factories and 
the shops except the food shops were 
closed.

Nuremberg, Bavaria, April 7.—The 
Bavarian national conference of so- 
cial democrats here has voted 42 to 
$8 against the introduction of a soviet 
republic in Bavaria. 

Hoffman Goes to Nuremberg. 

London, April 7.—The formation 
of a soviet republic in Bavaria was 
decided upon in Munich at 1 o'clock 
in the morning, according to The 
Berlin Tageblatt as quoted in a 
Berlin special via Copenhagen. The 
wording makes it uncertain wheth- 
er Sunday or Monday morning is 
meant.

Says He Will Strongly

DEBS WAS CONVICTED 
FOR OPPOSING THE WAR 


And Not Because of Po- 
liticalor Economic Views. | 
Clemency Would Be: 
Blow’ at Law Enforce- 
ment, Declares Palmer. 


Washington, April 7.—Attorney 
General Palmer announced in a 
statement tonight that he would 
oppose strongly any effort to obtain 
executive clemency for Eugene V. 
Debs, the socialist leader, sentenced 
to ten years’ imprisonment for yvio- 


lation of the espionage act. The 
attorney general said he had re- 
ceived several communicationg urg- 
ing him to recommend clemency for 
Debs. 

_Mr. Palmer said he believed’ nis 
duty in the Debs case to be clear 
and was convinced that he “would 
be doing a grevious wrong to the 
country and striking a blow at law 
enforcement” should he adopt “any 
course which would interfere with 
the normal administration of jus- 
tice in this case.” 

Statement by Palmer. 

The statement issued by the at- 
torney general follows: 

‘“Mugene V. Debs has filed no pe- 
tition with either the president or 
the attorney general asking for the 
exercise of executive clemency. The 
facts in his case are such that until 
such petition be made by him I 
should not feel called upon to con- 
sider making any recommendations 
in his case. Debs was convicted not 
because of his political or economic 
views, but because he plainly vio- 
lated the law of the land. 

“On June 18, 1918, during the most 


| critical period of the war, Debs made 


a public speech at Canton, Ohio, in 
which he urged that wage-earners 
refrain from giving any aid to the 


American nation in the war, assert- 
ing that the war was brought on

Montgomery, Ala., April 7.—In a 
formal statement here today Sena- 
tor Oscar W. Underwood declared it 
his personal opinion that until the 
peace treaty was signed business in 
the United States will be disturbed 
and unsettled. “It is rather unfor- 
tunate that the sessions of the peace 
conference have been so long drawn 
out,” he said “The world would be 
much better off if the treaty had 
been signed by now rhe transition 
from war to peace has been more 
difficult than we expected. It is a 
period of uncertainty with an ac- 
tual element of danger init. ... 
Our danger is not from war, but 
there are possibilities of danger 
in the disturbed economic and so- 
cial conditions. Im every country 
in Europe there exists the possibil- 
ity of serious internal trouble. This 
will not be removed until the treaty 
has been signed.” 

Discussing the league of nations 
draft, Senator Underwood stated that 
in his opinion amendments to be 
inserted therein would clarify it 
greatly. “We cannot tell exactly 
in what form the president will pre- 
sent it to the senate, but I believe 
after the amendments are adopted

Opening the discussion, Senator 
Hitchcock declared that persons who 
object to the present league plan 
should be placed in the same class 
with those who believe in po-lezgue. 

“It’s this league or a return of 
war,” he declared. “This league or 
no league at all.” 

Covenant Great Compromise. 

The covenant in its present form, 
he asserted, was a “great compro- 
mise by the fourteen allied nations,” 
arrived at after long discussion by 
all the parties and a compromise in 
which each nation yielded points 
which it preferred to include. 

“It is not just whatcwe want,” we 
said. ‘It is not what England 
wanted, or France, or Japan, It is 
a compromise. 

‘Tf the nations ratify it, it will 
become a fact. If it is rejected that 
ends for the present and probably 
indefinitely any chance for secur- 
ing the reform. It means that de- 
spair would spread over Europe. 
The nations would go to work pre- 
paring for war. And it means 
something else—it means the 
growth of socialism, Bolshevism 
and anarchy.” 

Much of the opposition to the 
league, Senator Hitchcock de- 
clared, has been ‘based on “an en- 
tire misconception of what it is.” 

“It is not a great super-nation. It 
is not even a nation or a govern- 
ment. It has no sovereign powers. 
It is a great -covenant, the chief 
features of which are agreements 
as to what the nations will and will 
not do as sovereign powers.”

Paris, April 7.—President Wilson’s 
orders that the United States trans- 
port George Washington proceed 
immediately to a French port, have 
aroused much comment here, and 
are even construed by some officials 
as preliminary toa determined move 
to force an agreement at any early 
date by the conference. 

As is usual in such cases, various 
rumors were soon in circulation, 
and before night one report was 
current that the president had de- 
livered an ultimatum to the effect 
that he would withdraw from the 
conference unless an agreement 
was reached within forty-eight 
hours. It is confidently asserted by 
those close to the president that he 
did not contemplate any such ac- 
tion, but the same authorities have 
no hesitation in declaring that the 
president h LS a his position 
plain on the ¢ ‘s at issue, and 
it is believed n.. ‘termination to 
adhere to this pos on is fixed.

one infantry brigade, entered the line on 
the first corps iront between the Ist and 
28th divisionse along the Aire river facing 
Cornay. Early on October 7 the division 
attacked the northeast flank of the Ar- 
gonne, capturing Hills 180 and 223, and 
subsequently the high ground to the west, 
thus materially assisting in the clearing of 
the Argonne. 

During the period October 10 to 31 the 
division changed direction to the north, ad- 
vanced astride of the Aire river to the gen- 
eral line east of St. Juvin, participated in 
the general attack of October 14 and several 
local attacks against Champigneulles and 
the hostile defenses east of that town. The 
division was relieved from the front line 
and was passed into first corps reserve Oc- 
tober 31. 

The army commander takes thts occasion 
to express his apprecation of the services 
of the 82d division while a part of the com- 
bat forces of this army, and wishes ft God 
speed upon the final phase of its participa- 
tion in the activities of the American ex- 
peditionary forces.

Change in Frontiers Also 
Requested—Terms of 
Allies Presented at 
Budapest by General Jan 
Smuts. 


Budapest, April 7.—General Jan 
Christian Smuts, the peace confer- 
ence commissioner to Hungary, 
Placed his proposals before the Hun- 
garian communist government Sat- 
urday. They included the following: 

The Hungarian government to 
withdraw all troops west of a line 
which General Smuts outlined; that 
Rumanian troops be ordered not to 
advance beyond their present posi- 
tions and that the territory between 
the line drawn by General Smuts 
and the Rumanian army be neutral 
and be occupied by British, French, 
Italian, and, if possible, American, 
troops. 

Smuts Urges Acceptance. 


That the Hungarian government | 


accept the terms of the military 
convention concluded last Novem- 
ber 13 by the Hungarian govern- 
ment with the allied powers; that 
the aforementioned line of demar- 
cation has no influence on the ter- 
ritorial arrangements in the final 
peace conditions and that General 
Smuts will propose to the peace con- 
blockade of 
Hungary immediately and afford 
facilities for the immediate import 
of prime necessities, especially fats 
and coal. 


General Smuts also suggested that 
he would propose to the peace con- 
ference that before it finally de- 
termined the political frontiers of 
Hungary it should invite the Hun- 
Zarian government to send repre- 
sentatives to Paris. These repre- 
sentatives would formulate their 
standpoint on the frontiers and the 
questions arising from them in a 
special conference with representa- 
tives of the Czecho-Slovaks, Jugo- 
Slavs, Rumanians and German-Aus- 
trians. A representative of the al- 
lied powers would be chairman of 
the special conference. 


Terms Are Rejected. 

The government replied to Gen- 
eral Smuts, thanking him for his 
civility, but declaring that the con- 
ditions presented were unacceptable, 
except as an order to those who 
might be inclined to assume the gov-

ernment of the country on such 
terms. 

“But,” the government’s’ reply 
added, “relying on the good wil} 
displayed in such an unaccustomed 
manner by you, we beg you to in- 
terpret the following proposals to 
the entente powers: 

“First, the soviet government also 
is disposed to create a neutral zone, 
but solely on the condition that the 
frontier thereof is shifted eastward 
to the Maros line and that the soviet 
administer without 
in the territory occu- 


ing the soviet republic to be re- 
established in Szegedin and Arad. 
There shall be free intercourse from 
the neutral zone, both in the direc- 
tion of Hungary and Rumania and 
free transit in the Transylvania ter- 


| ritory occupied by Rumania. 


Want Blockade Raised. 

“Second, at the same time we re- 
quest the complete raising of the 
blockade and the supplying of the 
republic with coal and fats. 

“Third, we request that the pro- 
posed conference should include 
representatives of the Hungarian 
soviet republic, Bohemia, Rumania, 
Serbia, Jugo-Slavia and German- 
Austria, and that it meet at the 
eafliest moment possible at Prague 
or Vienna so as to proceed simul- 
taneously with the peace confer- 
ence. 

“Fourth, we request an exchange 
of economic representatives between 
Hungary and foreign states. 

“Fifth, we request the entente 
powers immediately to cease the 
barbarous persecutions to which ev- 
ery labor movement in the occupied 
regions is subjected.” 

The document is signed by Pre- 
mier Garbai and Foreign Minister 
Bela Kun. 

COUNTER REVOLUTION 
REPORTED IN BUDAPEST. 

Vienna, April 7.—The Hungarian 
communist government in Budapest 
has been overthrown, according to 
rumors current in official circles, 
the newspapers say. 

Bela Kun, the foreign minister, is 
reported to have been assassinated. 

The reports do not say whether 
the attempted revolution in Buda- 
pest was organized by the socialists 
or the bourgeois parties. 


The communist government in 
Budapest was still in office Satur- 
day and on that day Bela Kun, ina 
statement to a correspondent of the 
Associated Press said that a propo- 
sition had been made to General J. 
CC. Smuts, the chief allied represent- 
ative in Budapest, that representa- 
tives of various states of the old 
Austrian empire and Rumania hold 
a conference to discuss boundary 
sn onetime questions, 

Recent reports from Budapest 
have indicated that the communist 
government was not meeting with 
very strong opposition, at least in 
the Hungarian capital, in carrying 
out its measures, 

Bela Kun was formerly private 
secretary to Premier Lenine, of the 
Russian soviet government, and has 
been looked upon as the real leader 
of the communist government in 
Hungary. 

NO CONFIRMATION 
RECEIVED AT PARIS. 

Paris, April 7.—Peace conference 

circles had received no confirma- 


tion this afternoon of rumors from 
Vienna by way of Basle that the 


Hungarian soviet government had 
been overthrown and Bela Kun as- 
sassinated. There was an inclina- 
tion to doubt the accuracy of the 
reports. 

Soviet elections had been planned 
for Hungary today and a general 
holiday had been proclaimed. 


Basle, April 7.—(Havas.)—No con- 
firmation has been received here of 
the reports of a counter revolution 
in Hungary and the assassination 
of the foreign minister, Bela Kun.

To the Public: In speaking of 
the proposed Atlanta crematory 
power plant in the press, it has been 
stated, by those interested in fur- 


thering the crematory bond issue, 
that the average daily consumption 
of garbage is two hundred tons, and 
that the waste steam from this gar- 
bage will produce twelve hundred 
horsepower. They have further 
stated that it is planned to install 
with a portion of the funds derived 
from the proposed bond issue of 
$300,000 steam turbines, which will 
develop this twelve hundred horse- 
power in electric current, and that 
these turbines will utilize at least 


a portion of the steam that is now | 


generated inthe normal operation of 
the incinerator plant.

Forty Teams Are Busy in 

Atlanta in Effort to Raise 

6,000 to Pay Great 
Debt of Institution. 


Forty teams from the Baptist 
Tabernacle are canvassing Atlanta 
to raise $36,000 to aid in paying the 
church debt of $96,000. 


At one of the most remarkable 
meetings in the history of the city, 
the congregation Sunday morning 
gave $31,000. At the Sunday night 
services $1,123 was added to this 
sum, making $32,123 subscribed in 
one day by the congregation of the 
Tabernacle. 

This total represents gifts made 
at a great sacrifice. The sum was 
represeated in amounts of $25 and 
$50, including Liberty Bonds and 
War Savings Stamps. From 11 
o'clock Sunday morning until 2:30 
o'clock Sunday afternoon, the con- 
gregation, including even the little 
children, gave dollar by dollar until 
it had raised the sum of $31.000, al- 
vn only $25,000 was the goal 
set.

APPETITE, > 

Even more plaintive than the lam- 
entation of the fat ones who have 
birdlike appetites is the plea of the 
skinny Who in the pastime of table 
cleaning, puts the hired man _ to 
shame. he ever present peril for 
the skinny one with the big appe- 
tite is that some of his friends will 
select hirh as a subject for experi- 
mentation; in order to accomplish 
this they have only to suggest to 
the poor crop-stuffed scarecrow that 
maybe he has a tapeworm—where- 
upon a poorly nourished brain will 
do the rest. Contrary to popular 
fancy and the teachings of quacks— 
and it would seem as though the 
truth wére wilfully contrary to these 
—persons who actually have tape- 
worm are almost invariably over- 
weight. It takes precious little food 
to maintain fifty feet of tapeworm. 

If you have a big appetite yet re- 
main underweight there is no need 
of dragging in a tapeworm to ac- 
count for the apparent discrepancy; 
some far inferior and less spectac- 
ular form of parasite may be sap- 
ping your strength, for examp, the 
tubercle bacillus.

Wood alcohol has some- 
times been substituted for gratin al- 
cohol in such preparations as bay 
rum, jamafca ginger and other ex- 
tracts by ignorant or irresponsible 
manufacturers. Wood aleohol is a 
poison very likely to produce blind- 
ness. 

Skimmed Milk. 

I am going to try your skimmed 
milk diet for reducing. Some peopre 
say buttermilk is skimmed milk, and 
others say skimmed milk can’t be 
had in the city, that it is only ob- 
tainable on a farm. Please advise 
me if this is true.

ANSWER-—Skimmed milk is fresh 
milk which has stood a few hours 
(for the cream to rise) and from 
which the cream has been removed.

against the attorney. Motion for a 
new trial was made by Ben J. Con- 


yers, attorney for the power 
company. ; 
E. H. Mills, the witness, was 


summoned to court on account of a 
statement which he had made re- 
lating to his witnessing the acci- 
dent for which the negro asked dam- 
ages. When he came to the court- 
room and was shown the paper 
bearing his signature, he accused 
Oscar Simmons, evidence man for 
the company, of having added some- 
thing to his statement. An argu- 
ment followed in the lobby, during 
which Mills is claimed to have said, 
among other things, that “the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany didn’t have enough money to 
bribe him.” 

Miils was questioned by Judge 
Ellis after the motion for a new 
trial had been made, and he repeate- 
ed his accusation, that an addition 
had been made to his statement.

CHRISTIAN REGIME 
WANTED BY KOREA 


One of the Revolutionary 
Leaders Says It Is Plan- 
ned to Make Korea a 
Christian Land — Japan 
Admits Korean (Griev- 
ances. 


Washington, April 7%.—Dr. Syng- 
inan Rhee, who, according to cable 
dispatches from Shanghai, has been 
named secretary of state of a Ko- 
rean provisional revolutionary gov- 
ernment established in Manchuria, 
issued a statement here today in 
which he declared it the intention 
of the leaders of the movement to 
make a Christian country out of 
Korea, “once it is free of Japan.” 

“This,” said the statement, 
“would make Korea the first inde- 
pendent country in Asia to become 
Christian. 

“Koreans will not stand for a 
heathem autocratic government like 
that of Japan. They have been 
trained under American Christian 
influence and the leaders are im- 
bued with American democratic 
Seven of the eight members 
of the cabinet of the provisional 
government are Chirstians and our 
government will naturally follow 
the American form of government 
as nearly as it can be done. 

“Koreans are united in their de- 
mand for a democratic Christian 
government like that of the United 
States. Hatred of idol worship is 
at the bottom of the detestation 
which Koreans feel for Japanese 
authority, which requires worship 
of the mikado’s image. Hundreds oft 
times have Christian students of 
Korean schools, when forced to the 


| public celebration of the mikado’s 


birthday, refused to bow their heads 
before this image because it is 
against the teaching of the second 
commandments and for their con- 
sciences’ sake suffered arrest and 
torture. 

“America should help our cause 
for her own sake. Korea is the 
natural buffer state in the oast, 
situated between Japan, China and 
Asiatic Russia. Like Belgium, also, 
she maintained her independent cx- 
istence until ten years ago, when 
Japan treacherously annexed her in 
spite of her solemn _ treaty and 
pledge to protect Korea's political 
independence and _ territorial in- 
tegrity. 

‘The Koreans are naturally a 
peace-loving people, prone to the 
peaceful development of the arts, 
sciences and religion which ' they 
introduced into Japan centuries 
ago. The Koreans are known as 
men of the pen, while the Japanese 
are men of the sword. If only the 
Koreans are given opportunity to 
develop themselves without outside 
interference they will produce a 
new model of Christian civilization 
in Asia.” 

KOREAN GRIEVANCES 
ADMITTED BY JAPAN. 

Seoul, April 1.—Discussing the Ko- 
rean insurrection today, Katsuo 
Usami, chief of the home affairs 
department of the Korean govern- 
ment, said the Koreans had two 
grievances—discriminatory treat- 
ment and little hope for advance- 
ment. 

He declared the Japanese govern- 
ment is seeking to abolish discrimi- 
nation, but said the Koreans lack 
qualifications as compared with the 
Japanese and that all bars could not 
be let down at once. M. Usami ad- 
mitted that Koreans do not receive 
the same wages as are given Japa-

Premier Paderewski Says 


to Allow Germany to Re- 
tain Baltic Port Means 


the Loss of the War. 


Paris, April 7.—After conferences 
today with Premier Clemenceau, 
Foreign Minister Pichon and Colonel 
House, Ignace Jan Paderewski, of 
Poland, told the Associated Press 
that he was somewhat reassured 
about Marshal Foch’s agreement 
concerning the movement of troops 
through Danzig. 

“Our information throughout Po- 
land,” said Mr. Paderewski, “was 
based largely on the’ German ver- 
sion of the arrangement made at 


Spa; consequently the Poles regard- 
ed it as a surrender to the German 
terms. As the matter has been ex- 
| plained to me today by the entente 
| officials, it looks very different, of 
| course. 

Misied by Germans. 

“I appreciate the necessity of get- 
ting troops from France to Poland 
as rapidly as possible and I see that 
we have been misled by the Ger- 
man propagandists, who are work- 
ing by the thousands in Poland.’ 

Replying to an inquiry as to 
whether he felt that the principle 
of the right to land Polish troops 
at Danzig had been maintained, Pad- 
erewski said: 

“We are uncertain still, and not 
satisfied avith the status of the ne- 
gotiations concerning Danzig. If 
Poland is not given Danzig the war 
is lost. Leaving Danzig in Ger- 
many’s hand would mean the de- 
feat of all the armies which partic- 
ipated in the great war.” 

Asked if the neutralization of 
Danzig would be satisfactory to Po- 
land, Paderewski replied emphatic- 
ally in the negative. 

“We have seen how the neutral- 
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ization of Danzig works,” he said. 
“The whole world knows what a 
failure that was in the past. It 
would be the same again.” 

Great Anxiety in Warsaw. 

Telegrams from Warsaw, M. Pad- 
erewski said, showed great anxiety 
over the state of affairs and a fear 
that serious results might follow un- 
less the population was assured that 
Poland was really ‘independent of 
Prussia and Germany and would 
have access to the sea through its 
own port of Danzig. 

When he left Warsaw six 
days ago, the Polish  pre- 
mier added, enthusiasm for the al- 
lies had reached a climax, as it was 
considered that the decision of the 
peace conference to give Danzig to 
Poland was a compensation for the 
dissatisfaction which existed as the 
result of the settlement of the boun- 
dary questions-otherwise, the pop- 
ulation being confident that the fu- 
ture of free Poland was assured. 
However, M. Paderewski declared 
that the news from Paris of the re- 
consideration of questions which 
Poland considered as settled came 
as a bitter disappointment. 

Paderewski to See Wilson. 


M. Paderewski has an appoint- 
ment to meet President Wilson on 
Thursday, and in the meantime 
many other appointments with peace 
delegates. He does not know how 
long he will remain in Paris. 
Madame Paderewski, who accom- 
panied her husband, is constantly 
with him, assisting in the direction 
of his secretarial staff and meeting 
callers, 

Crowds gather before the hotel 
where Paderewski is staying, hop-

Premier Hoffmann, of Bavaria, ac- 
cording to dispatches from Berlin, 
has announced that the government 
of Bavaria has been transferred 
from Munich to Nuremberg and has 
not retired. He adds: 

“The government of the free state 
of Bavaria is and remains the sole 
repository of the highest authority 
of Bavaria, and alone is entitled to 
issue legal ordinances and give or- 
| ders.” 

This announcement was signed by 
Premier Hoffman at Nuremberg un- 
der date of April 7. 

Call to Proletariat. 

Paris, April 7.—The soviet republic 
in Bavaria was officially proclaimed 
today, a dispatch received here from 
Munich says. 

The official proclamation 
given out by the Munich news 
agency and transmitted by the 
Havas correspondent, is addressed 
to all “workers’ councils.” It an- 
nounces that the united proletariat 
of Bavaria assumes by means of 
the workers’, soldiers’ and peasants’ 
council all power.

‘People’s commissioners will re- 
place the former ministers, the 
proclamation says, and associations 
of employers and officials are in 
agreement with the workers.

WURTTEMBERG WATCHES 
BAVARIA SITUATION. 

Berlin, April 7.—The news of the 
situation in Bavaria is being fol- 
lowed with keen interest in’ Wurt- 
temberg and it is considered sig- 


nificant that the meeting of the 
Wurttemberg national assembly has 
been indefinitely postponed. 

The students of Munich universi- 
ty on Saturday declared the senate 
deposed and its administration 
transferred to a council of students 
and professors. 

The Munich Neuste Nachrichten, 
a copy of which has been received 
here, contains an appeal to the 
whole of Germany from the revolu- 
tionary council in favor of a soviet 
government and declining all col- 
laboration with “the despicable gov- 
ernment of Ebert, Scheidemann, 
Noske and Erzberger.”

Dusseldorf, April 7..Radical de- 
mands have been formulated by the 
workmen's organization here in its 
political general strike.

HITCHCOCK FOR LEAGUE 
ROOT FOR AMERICA 


(Continued from First Page.) 


tempts to make a political issue of 
the league proposals and declared 
those who attempted to make politl- 
cal capital of it would find them- 
selves in the position of a man 
who, after purchasing a horse, was 
told by the seller that “it isn’t 
worth a damn.” 

Hitchcock Predicts Amendments. 

Discussing the most vigorously 
attacked points of the original cove- 
nant Senator Hitchcock declared 
that in most cases the opposition 
was well founded and predicted that 
the new covenant, soon to be pub- 
lished, would, while retaining vir- 
tually its old form, have all mis- 
construed sections clarified and 
would contain some altered pro- 
visions. 

Senator Hitchcock said he agreed 
with persons who wished a specific 
reservation of the Monroe doctrine 
included in the covenant and hoped 
it would be possible for it to be in- 
cluded. He was not willing, how- 
ever, he said, to include it if specific 
inclusion meant specific inclusion 
of Japan’s demand for lowering of 
the bars on immigration or France’s 
demand for maintenance of a great 
military machine. : 

“Remember,” he said, “we are only 
one of fourteen nations. We must 
give as well as take. That which 
is worth getting is worth paying 
for. 

“But whether reserved or not, 
there is nothing in the covenant in- 
consistent with the Monroe doc- 
trine. The chief idea of the league 
is to prevent aggression everywhere 
in the world.” 

He predicted that a specific exclu- 
sion would be made in the new cove- 
nant of domestic matters such as 
immigration, but declared that even 
if it were not excluded and if Japan, 
raising the question, were given a 
unanimous vote by the executive 
council, there would be nothing to 
prevent America from “just not ad- 
mitting the Japanese.” America, he 
asserted, would only be pledged “not 
to go to war with Japan.” The 
question of mandatories, he declared, 
was misconstrued, as under the 
terms of the covenant no nation 
would be compelled to become a 
mandatory unless it is so desired. 

Lenroot Opposes Charter. 

Senator Lenroot confined his ad- 
dress to the original draft of the 
covenant, explaining that he wished 
to “show how well grounded was 
the action of the thirty-seven sen- 
ators who signed the round-robin 
against the original covenant” and 
adding that a second reason was the 
fact that “we don’t know what the 
new form will be.” 

Answering Senator Hitchcock's 
assertion that it was necessary to 
accept the covenant unamended or 
to reject it altogether Senator Len- 
root asserted it was “peculiar that 
neutrals can be asked to suggest 
amendments but that neither the 
senate nor the people of the United 
States have been asked to suggest 
changes.” 

“T am in favor of the general plan 
of this league,” Senator Lenroot 
said, “but we must remember that 
no league of nations can ensure 
against war. So long as selfish- 
ness is part of human nature there 
will be war. We must reckon on 
the probability that in the future 
there will be nations bent on con- 
quest and that when the time comes 


that any combination feels strong 
enough to conquer, another war is 
probable.” 

Asserting that he still adhered to 
the “in some quarters old-fashioned 
idea of America first,” because he 
believed that under’ that _ policy 
America could be “of the best serv- 
ice to the world,” Senator Lenroot 
cited clauses of the covenant which 
he maintained were opposed to an 
“America First’ policy, offering 
suggestions for amendments.

Wage Pistol Duel 
With Policemen 


Fight Continues Until 
Automobile of H. A. Mor- 
gan and Pal Is Wrecked. 
Forty Gallons of- Liquor 


Seized. 


H. A. Morgan, 24 years old, who

night following a running pistol 
battle which he and another al.

amended to provide changes in the 
representation on the league’s ex- 
ecutive council, because “we must 
look to the time when Germany 
would be entitled to a place in the 
executive council.” 

Although he asserted his convic- 
tion that article VIII would fail of 
its purpose to reduce armaments, 
Senator Lenroot said he was unable 
to offer a suggestion for a better- 
ment of this article as “no nation 
would be so insane as to adopt a 
plan for disarmament as long as 
any one nation did not.” 

He declared article X, called ‘‘The 
Cornerstone” of the covenant and 
guaranteeing the territorial integ- 
rity of all states in the league, 
“would make the world as safe for 
despotism where it exists as for 
democracy.” 

If article X had been in force in 
1776, he said, ‘‘there would be no 
United States today.” 

He urged an amendment provid- 
ing that any nation might with- 
draw after five years upon giving 
one year’s notice or one providing 
a guarantee of territorial integrity 
“so long as the peoples of the league 
are self-governing.” He objected, 
he said, to have America bound to 
fight to sustain any despotism 
which might arise. 

Articles 12, 13 and 15, he declared, 
“if the English language means 
what it used to mean,” required 
submission of all such questions as 
immigration and tariff walls to the 
league. 

Touching briefly on articles XVI 
and XVII, both of which he as- 
serted should be amended, Senator 
Lenroot turned to article XVIII, pro- 
viding for mandatories. 

Turkey for America. 

He asserted that this article 
would result inevitably in America 
becoming the mandatory for Tur- 
key, “the sick man of Europe.” The 
clause providing that the wishes of 
the nation seeking protection 
should be the “prime consideration,” 
he declared, meant that America 
would be obliged to accept the task 
or “make a scrap of paper of the 
covenant,” provided Turkey asked 
for the United States’ protection. 
He had no doubt, he declared, that 
Turkey would do so, quoting Presi- 
dent Wilson as having said that 
“the United States is the only na- 
tion of which Europe is not sus- 
picious.” 

“T hope the treaty, when com- 
pleted, will be in such torm that 
I can vote for it,” he concluded, 
‘but I will not be coerced to vote 
for it if I believe its provisions are 
disastrous to the United States. If 
the president refuses to negotiate 
a treaty satisfactory to the senate, 
congress, which has the power to 
declare was, surely has the power 
to terminate war by repealing the 


action.”

ed a system of posting the names of 
women in public places. The first 
placard to appear, with the names of 
women who had been known to have 
associated with English troops dur- 
ing the last few weeks, appeared on 
a Sunday morning at the most prom- 
inent street corner in Bonn which 
was passed by nearly everyone who 


attended church that day.
